FEARS AND “HOPES 


Despite the anxieties aroused 
by the new developments in 
Europe, it is reassuring to feel 
that, so far as Britain is con- 
cerned, there is no evidence of 
Rather, the tendency is 
to seek ways and means of turn- 
ing the situation to the greatest 
possible advantage. Germany's 
Chancellor would have been a 
man of little discernment were 
he not aware that the presenta- 
tion of the fait accompli-in the 
Rhinéland would bring a storm 
of protest fromthe F rench. He 
would be a min of remarkably 


‘Hittle imagination. did he not per- 


ceive that the moving of his 
battalions into the demilitarised 
zone ‘would rouse alarm in 
French--hearts.and_possibly_.set 
the French military muchine' in 
motion. And we know, from the 
experience of 1914, that once 
started, the mechanism of mobi- 
ligation ig very hard to stop, It 
gathers speed and strength as 
it runs, until, like an avalancne 
that catches up greater weight 
with ‘its greater velocity, it is 
finally irresistible. It takes 
more than a word of command 
to quict the machine; for 
mobilisation is not a purely 
mechanical thing, but something 
of:.a spiritual force as well. 
Herr Hitler ‘must have renlised 
the danger when he ordered his 
troops into the Rhineland, with- 
out warning of any kind. . But 
he must also have felt very sure 
that this sort of diplomacy would 
succeed, and that it.would not 
precipitate violence, or he would 
surely not have pulled Fate by 
the nose with so little apparent 
concern for the consequences. 
And it is this thought that 
makes us hopeful in this crisis. 
Looking at - the’ situation calm- 
ly, it would, as we remarked 
yesterday, be foolish to overlook 
the constructive aspects of the 
German gesture, particularly the 
offer of re-entry into the League 
of Nations, on certain stipulated 
conditions.. Happily, it is on 
this point that the London. press 
lays especial emphagis, in ce 
if wisely handled, 
the new situation _may be made 
productive of fruitful results.

institutions, : 

They decided to legislate for 
this purpose and the necessary 
first step .was to have all 
authorised school colours register- 
ed. The charge for. registration 
was to be $25 for cach combination 
jof colours. This arrangement was 
made and the Art solemnly passod. 

The sponsors sat back to await 
results. A . year, has passed 
and as yet no school, college, or 
other educational institution pas- 
sessing colours: has ken the 
trouble to register them. One 
school ‘which possesses twenty-six 
combinations would have had to 
pay $676 to revister them.

“TALKING BOOKS” ‘ 


A'“Taiking Book" Library for 
the blind has been established: in 
London. It has been set up, after 
two years’ investigation and. re- 
search, by the Sound Recording 
Committee, a body jointly re- 
presenting the National Institute 
for the Blind, St. Dunstan’s Hospi- 
tal for the Blind, and the National 
Library * for ‘the- Blind. The 
Library will elther sell or lend the 
“books”, ax well’ 2s the specially 
adapted gramophones. They will 
in no way compete with the Braille 
books for purposes of study, as they 
are 
purpose. 

The machine used is a-gramo- 
-phone with a motor that causes 
the turn-table to revolve slowly— 
at 24 revolutions a-minute, com- 
pared with the-78 revolutions of 
the standard gramophone. The 
result is that each side of a twelve- 
inch record gives — twenty-five 
minutes’
